Philadelphia. Aug. 19.—Every stu- 


dent of literature knows lit*,- story of 
the Scottish villagers who used to won- 
der at the mysterious man wbo>c lamp 
burned so far into the night. Xo mat- 
ter how late the hour, these villagers 
might see the man at his window. lie 
.was writing, always writing, and as he 
wrote he tossed tbe closely covered 
sheets of paper over his shoulder on to 
the floor. Of course the untiring writ- 
er was Walter Scott, and he was writ- 
ing the "Waverley Novels." 


There have been many prolific and in- 


dustrious writers since Scott's day, but 
perhaps tbe modern author who most

Tbe writer 


is a clergyman residing In Ashland, 
Pa.: 


Dear Sir anfl Brother— He whom you 
love and serve once saSd to the almoners 
of a starving multitude. "Gather uj> ihe 
orcken pieces which remain over That 
noihins be lost." The Christ of today, as 
he beholds the lied up millions of invest- 
,ed capital and the prodigality of produc- 
tive energy, addresses the disciples of in- 
dustry in similar language. "Why all this 
waste?'' It must assuredly be a misrep- 
resentation that puts Jn your mouth th? 
saying. "There is nothing to arbitrate." 
To put an end to such suicidal, character 
wrecking and anarchical waste cannot be 
beneath the consideration of the leaders 
of industry. 
The fact is that the individual is no lon- 
ger the unit factor in the labor problem. 
for individual liberty 13 an industrial 
myth. The combination of kindred indus- 
tries In one mammoth operation has nat- 
urally and ol necessity amalgamated all 
employed under that industry into unity 
of condition! and action. It is not an ac- 
cident, therefore, that at the present tims 
the brotherhood of man is so universally 
and BO persistently emphasized. To dis- 
regard that is to fly in the face of an ir- 
resistible Providence. The 145,000 anthra- 
cite miners are simply giving expression 
to the spirit of the age when they re- 
quest the anthracite syndicate to rec- 
ognize their organization. Unionism is 
just as inevitable as consolidated indus- 
try. While it may not be impossible to 
destroy tbe union, it. like truth crushed 
to earth, will rise again and, like truth, 
it destined ultimately to triumph. 
It would not surprise me in the least to 
have an amendment to the constitution 
submitted to the people for adoption to 
the effect that wherever kindred indus- 
tries are consolidated Into one mammoth 
management the operators of such a syn- 
dicate be constrained to deal with their 
employees not Individually, but connec- 
tively. This is not tbe dream of an ideal- 
ist, but a condition which a popular up- 
rising can create by a single exercise of 
tbe ballot. 


"While the demand for shorter working 


hours may be an ideal for future realiza- 
tion, the subject itself, however, is one 
of such grave importance as at least to 
merit considerate recognition. The men- 
ace to life and limb in anthracite mining 
is something appalling. If it be true that 
in time of peace, in honorable employ- 
ment and in the pursuit of the necessities 
of life more lives are sacrificed annually 
than were slain by the engines of war in 
tiie late combat with Spain, then assured- 
ly the spirit of humanity demands that 
husbands and fathers, sons and sires, be 
exposed to such impending peril the brief- 
est possible time. 


Apart from the humanitarian considera- 
tion is that of machinery, the mother of 
overproduction and pauperism. Invention 
Is destined to become the good Samaritan 
to labor, but as yet it is performing the 
part of the thief and robber. It throws 
men out of employment. Is it not in ac- 
corUanca with the Golden Rule to say 
that the blessings resulting from Im- 
proved machinery ought to accrue to Uif 
benefit of labor quite as much as to that 
of capital? \ 


It is used by capital in the interest of 


economy. Jg u just to the laborer tc 
waste his productive energy in enforced 
Idleness 
superinduced 
by 
machinery? 


Economy to the capitalist ought not to 
nocfsMlate prodigality of productive en- 
ergy on the part of tho laborer. Shorter 
working hours and the same wages are 
corollaries of improved productive facili- 
ties. 


But has not the army of miners shown 


an altogether admirable spirit from the 
very otitHpt nil through the strike, and do 
they not tor this re.-it.on also merit some 
consideration? To r.acrifice the bread of 
orie'M mouth and of tender dependent on<"s 
for th« sake of principle at a time of 
prosperity, without violence or molesta- 
tion. discountenancing even the discon- 
tir.uanre of work on the part of thol* 
bituminous brethren, in such a mani- 
festation of manliness and Christian char- 
acter us to challenge the ndmlration and 
emulation of all mankind. 
That spirit 


God will biesB. for it is his own spirit. 


Wore I not so positive that you are n 


man of principle, of unquestioned charac- 
ter, 
a Christian at heart. I would not 


have thus presumed, but it makes one so 
sick at heart to witness the wrecl-a.ge of 
character, the wail of starving multitudes 
and the utter despair of even men of 
means, through enforced idleness, thut, as 
one responsible for their souls and aa a 
solarer in their Borrows, I could not rc- 
mnln silent any longer.

KILLED THE SPIDER. 


Deadly Influence of a Small Magnet 


on the Insect. 


An experiment made by a scientist 


to test the Influence which n magnet 
will have on a spider Is of interest. 
The magr^>t employed was a small 
steel one of tbe TJ shape, the legs of 
which were about two and a hall 
Inches long by one-half inch wide and 
one-sixth of an Inch thick, tbe distance 
between the poles being about one- 
quarter of an inch. 


Having noticed n small spider active- 


ly running along his armchair, he 
brushed it oS upon the carpet, where 
it began to run, but was somewhat im- 
peded by the roughness of the fabric. 
He now slid the magnet along tbe car- 
pet, following after tbe spider, till tbe 
ends of tbe poles were within a qviar.- 
ter of an inch of It. The animal, with- 
out being touched, almost instantly 
stopped, and on withdrawing tbe mag- 
net the spider continued on his jour- 
ney. 


The experimenter then placed tbe 


magnet within half an inch in front of 
the spider, and, withdrawing It slow- 
ly, tbe latter followed it in every direc- 
tion which the magnet took, both i:i 
straight and circuitous routes. 


Gradually, however, the spider be- 


came so strongly magnetized as to be 
immovable for .several minutes, the 
magnetic influence seeming to lose its 
further power. 
On withdrawing the 


magnet altogether the spidor began to 
recover somewhat. 


The scientist ultimately placed a 


tumble* over the spider and tho mag- 
net, 
covering them both completely, 


and at tho expiration of several min- 
utes the spider, aftt-r a struggle to es- 
cape from the strong Influence which 
the magnet exorcised over it, was 
dead.—Exchange.

The color of the stream is percopri- 


bly deeper blue than that of the neigh- 
boring saa, this blueness forming one 
of tbe standard references of the nau- 
tical novelists. The depth of color is 
due to tbe high percentage of salt con- 
tained as compared with the cold gnvn 
water of h'gber latitudes, observation 
having shown that the more salt held 
in solution by sea water the more in- 
tensely blue Is Its eolor. Thus even in 
SFxiutroplcal latitudes we sometimes 
observe water of a beautiful blue col- 
or, as for Instance, in tbe Mediterra- 
nean and Jn other nearly landlocked 
basins, where the influx of fresher wa- 
ter, being more or less impeded, tbe 
percentage of salt contained is raised 
by evaporation above tbe average, says 
the National Geographic Magazine. 


Another important fact in connection 


with the stream is Its almost tropical 
temperature, due to the fact that Its 
high velocity enables it to reach the 
middle latitudes with very little loss 
of heat Upon entering its limits tbe 
temperature of the sea water frequent- 
ly shows a rise of ten degrees nnd even 
fifteen degrees. It was th!s fact that 
gave to the stream in the later years 
of tbe eighteenth century and the ear- 
lier years of the nineteenth sn impor- 
tance in the minds of navigators that 
it no longer possesses. In those days 
the chronometer, invented by Harri- 
son in 1763, was still an experiment. 
Instruments were crude and nautical 
tables often at fault. 


The result was that the determina- 


tion of the longitude was largely a 
matter of guesswork, a vessel r^Cter a 
voyage from tbe channel to America 
often being out of her reckoning by de- 
grees Instead of by tainutes. The idoa, 
first suggested by Benjamin Franklin, 
that the master of a vessel, by observ- 
ing the temperature of the surface wa- 
ter, could tell the moment of his entry 
Into tbe gulf stream and could hence 
fix bis position to within a few miles 
was kailed with delight. 


The method was published in 1790> 


by Jonathan Williams in a work 
lengthily 
entitled 
"Thermometrical 


Navigation: Being a series of experi- 
ments and observations tending to 
prove that by ascertaining the relative 
heat of tbe sea water from time to 
time the passage of a ship through tbe 
gulf stream and from deep water into 
soundings may be discovered in time 
to ovoid danger." In this work he 
makes a patriotic comparison of the 
gulf stream to a streak of red, white j 
and blue, painted upon the surface 01 
the sea for the guidance of American 
navigators.

Has the country outgrown protec- 


tion? IB It true that our producing in- 
terests no longer require tbe shit-Id cf 
a protective tariff for defense against 
lower wages and lower production cost 
abroad? Free traders say yes to both 
these questions. Many of tb?ni go fur- 
ther and say that this country never 
did need protection and that its growth 
and development would have been 
greater still under free trade. For ex- 
ample, the New York Journal of Com- 
merce, a free trade newspap?r. takes 
-this position: 


"The truth is that our manufacturers 


have treated our tariff rather than our 
tariff our manufactures. The manufac- 
tures were first, and as they grew the 
tariff was raised. It Is not the need 
of an 'infant Industry,' but the power 
of a 'vested Interest" that has Inspired 
tariff legislation. Tbe wealth of this 
country and Its manufacturing great- 
ness are the inevitable result of set- 
tling an enterprising people in a coun- 
try of immense agricultural and min- 
eral resources." 


If this contention be true, the whole 


question is settled, and there Is noth- 
ing to do but to abandon protection 
and usher in free trade. If true, there 
is no need for the Journal of Com- 
merce to say, as. it says in a para- 
graph or two later on: 


"Many of our manufacturers need 


no protection, and others need but lit- 
tle." 


If the enterprise of our people, cou- 


pled with immense agricultural and 
mineral resources, has done it all, 
why does any industrial interest n»ed 
protection? The best and only answer 
is that it Is not true, that the premise 
is unsound and the conclusion erro- 
neous. It does not He in the mouth of 
the New York Journal of Commerce or 
any or all of the free trade propagan- 
dists of this country to settle this im- 
portant question in the offhand way of 
saying in effect that protection never 
did any good in the past and Is not now 
needed. Tbe facts of history make the 
assertion a silly one. 


The judgment of those most vitally 


concerned and in tbe best position to 
know tbe truth' is exactly to the con- 
trary. What had agricultural and min- 
eral resources done for domestic indus- 
try up to 1789, when the first protec- 
tive tariff law was passed as the first 
act of legislation enacted by the first 
American congress? Passing over the 
intervening periods, when industries 
languished or progressed precisely as 
free trade or protection ruled, and com- 
ing down to 1SG1, tbe real beginning of 
our consistent and unbroken protective 
tariff system, what had agricultural 
and mineral resources done for Amer- 
ican industrial enterprise? 
Fifteen 


years of continuous free trade, from 
the Walker frtff of 1840 to tbe Morrill 
tariff of 1SG1, found us chiefly en- 
gaged in exporting cotton and food- 
stuffs and taking our pay, and more, 
too, in foreign manufactures; found us 
with a treasury stripped of gold and a 
credit so weak that our high interest 
bonds could only be marketed abroad 
and at heavy discounts below par val- 
ue. Certainly we bad not made much 
of an industrial beginning forty-two 
years ago, after the free traders had 
had their way with us for fifteen 
years. All our real, substantial prog- 
ress as an industrial nation dates from 
the Morrill tariff of 1861, a tariff de- 
signed to fill an empty treasury, which 
it did, and to stimulate domestic Indus- 
trial production, which it also did. 


Again we quote from the Journal of 


Commerce: 


"A protective tariff for a country 


that is a large exporter of manufac- 
tured goods, as well as of food and 
raw materials, is a palpable absurdity, 
and there are not lacking abundant evi- 
dences, north, south, east and.west, that 
this feeling is growing. Tbe reciproc- 
ity convention held in November at the 
Instance of tbe National Association 
of Manufacturers was one indication 
of this." 


Was it. Indeed? Has tbe Journal 


of Commerce forgotten, or does It de- 
liberately falsify the fact, that in the 
convention referred to upward of 500 
manufacturers 
unmistakably 
pro- 


nounced against any interference with 
our protective tariff system for any 
purpose whatsoever, and In the matter 
of reciprocal trade concessions spe- 
cifically declared against any reduc- 
tion of tariff rates that should injure 
any "Industry, commerce or farming?" 
Has tbe Journal of Commerce forgot- 
ten that last April in Indianapolis the 
National Association of Manufactur- 
ers in national convention assembled 
reaffirmed, word for word, the decla- 
ration of the Washington convention of 
the preceding November as above 
quoted? 
Speaking of "palpable ab- 


surdities," how does the Journal of 
Commerce appear in the light of these 
facts? 


No, It will not do to assert that the 


general body of Industrial production 
Js ready and anxious to Invite unre- 
stricted foreign competition. It -will 
not do to flippantly conclude that tho 
United States has "outgrown protec- 
tion." 
Neither *s true. The produc- 


ing Intoj-ests nro as mnch a unit for 
protection as over they were. Hero 
nnd there \vo find otic that Is willing to 
sacrifice nome other fellow's protec- 
tion for tho sake of extending his 
own foreign trade, but In the main 
the sentiment of Industrial produce™ 
Is thitt we should not fling Rwny our 
Immense prosperity by playing monkey 
Vlcks with the wisest and most bcnefl- 
rent tariff Inw known In tho history 
ot human legislation. .«*c*^. 


FALLACY AND FACT. " " 


frroteetlo* Haa Lowere* the Ctwt of 


Every Domestic Article. 


In cordial agreement with the view 


that tbe best way to resist tbe at- 
tacks of free trade and tariff reform 
theorists is to oppose their fallacies 
by tbe plain facts of experience and 
history, the Troy Times quotes at 
some length the American Economist's 
recent exhibit regarding the part 
played by protection In developing and 
maintaining the Iron and steel industry 
la th« United States. It will be re- 
membered that this paper took Issue 
with the contention of James J. Hill, 
the great railway caaguate. In a speech! 
before the Illinois Manufacturers' as- 
sociation that the development of .that 
industry was due almost exclusively 
to our vast national resources and 
little due, If at all, to the policy of 
protection, and showed indisputably 
that In the earlier days of struggling 
infancy our producers of iron and 
steel were Invariably swainped by 
huge imports 
from 
Great Britain 


dumped on tbe American market at 
prices with which tbe domestic pro- 
ducer could not compete, and then, 
after our mills had shut down, the 
crafty Britons recouped themselves by 
making prices higher than ever. It was 
also shown that from $150 a ton In 
1867 the prices of steel rails had fallen 
to $40 a ton In 18S3 because in the 
meantime continuous protection had 
made it impossible for British manu- 
facturers to swamp our market and 
close our mills, and that In 1899 our 
output of steel rails had increased to 
2,270,000 tons from 8,018 tons in 1SSS 
and the price per ton in this country 
had fallen to one-sixth what it was 
In 1868. Therefore the Times adds: 


"What Is true of iron and steel rails 


Js equally true of many other products, 
such as hosiery, knit goods and hun- 
dreds of articles now turned out in 
America the profitable manufacture of 
which wo^d have been Impossible 
here without protection. 
There are 


thousands of Americans yet in middle 
age who can recall the time when near- 
ly every first class article of wearing 
apparel was of foreign origin. A gen- 
eration ago Britisli half hose were sta- 
ple articles belonging to a gentleman's 
outfit. The cloth in bis garments, the 
underclothing he wore—everything. In. 
fact, which the well dressed person re-1 
quired was made abroad. Tbe place 
of honor and superiority In every dry 
goods store or furnishing establish- 
ment was given to these foreign fab- 
rics, and what prices were exacted for 
them! 


"How is it today? With tbe excep- 


tion of a few specialties and novelties, 
almost every first class article is nn 
American product, the quality is equal 
if not superior to that of the goods for- 
merly Imported, and the prices arc 
much lower. 
Does any one imagine 


such a result could have been attained 
without a protective tariff or doubt 
that but for such encouragement to 
borne capital, ingenuity, enterprise and 
labor foreign manufacturers would 
still be controlling our markets, with 
our consumers at tbeir mercy and 
forced to pay "whatever prices they ex- 
acted?" 


As a matter of fact, it Is not possible 


to name a single manufactured article 
of common use and consumption whose 
production has not enormously in- 
creased and whose price has not been 
enormously lowered as the direct re- 
sult of the American policy of protec- 
tion to domestic labor and Industry. 


A 'Wonderful Dream of Imperialism.

The farmers cf the northwest are 


organizing a trust with a contemplat- 
ed capital of $50,000,000. Chicago is 
to be the center of this vast agricul- 
tural organization, but its operations 
are to embrace the entire 
country. 


The idea underlying the combination 
is the elimination of the middle man. 
The farmers are to raise their prod- 
uce as usaiaJ, but instead of selling it 
or shipping it to middle men or com- 
mission agents, it will be deposed of 
'and handled 
by the 
salaried repre- 


sentatives of the trust. In this way it 
is believed that the producer and the 
consumer will be benefited.

That so large a 
number of such imen could pass away 
to the last man in the short space of 
fifty years would manifestly be be- 
yond tlw bounds of probability. As a 
fact, there are a good many of them 
Wring yet, and quite a number have 
made declaration to that effect in diff- 
erent papers, giving the names of the 
•hips they served on and of the offi- 
cers they served under, and the posi- 
tions they themselves held. The last 
survivor of Commodore Perry's expe- 
dition will not die for some time yet.

GET AWAY FROM THE OTHERS. 


A man may walk among trees all 


his life without studying their leaves 
or bark—without having his attention 
arrested by them. But if one of the 
trees were to explode like a gun, or 
walk as a horse, he would regard that 
tree steadfastly. So a man unay read 
a newspaper all his life without study- 
ing the advertisements. He knows 
where they are, but >he glances at 
them with, indifference. He is not in- 
fluenced by them, nor does he care 
anything for them. But if an adver- 
tisement presents something decided- 
ly different from all other advertise- 
ments, his attention must be arrested. 
The trouble with very much adver- 
tising is that it is too strikingly alike.

To be sure, it is by no 
means easy to offer what is new, or 
striking, or original, but it certainly 
pays to do it, and the reward that is 
in it should incite to greater effort at 
originality in advertising.
